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Nixon Admits Cover-Up ‘for Security’

WASHINGTON — In¬ 
sisting he will not resign 
over the Watergate bug¬ 
ging scandal, President 
Nixon has admitted 
nevertheless that he 
erred in ignoring warn¬ 
ing signals of a wide- 
ranging effort to prevent 
the scandal from becom¬ 
ing public. 

Launching a major counter¬ 
attack of his own against 
spreading assaults on his in¬ 
tegrity, Nixon issued two 
statements Tuesday in which 
he warned that some current 
investigations threaten to un¬ 
cover sensitive national secu¬ 
rity secrets unrelated to the 
scandal. 

It was because he feared 
these secrets might become 
public that he unwittingly 
helped in the Watergate co- 
verup efforts, Nixon said. 

“I will not abandon my re¬ 
sponsibilities,” Nixon said. “I 


‘No Prior Knowledge .. 


Nixon's seven-point summation of his 
4,800-word statement on Watergate Tues¬ 
day: 

"(1) I had an prior knowledge of the 
Watergate bugging operation, or of any 
illegal surveillance activities for political 
purposes. 

“(2) Long prior to the 1972 campaign, 
I did set in motion certain Internal secu¬ 
rity measures, including legal wiretaps, 
which I felt were necessary from a na¬ 
tional security standpoint and, in the 
climate then prevailing, also necessary 
from a domestic security standpoint. 

“(8) People who had been Involved in 
the national security operations later, 
without my knowledge or approval, un¬ 
dertook illegal activities in the political 
campaign of 1972. 

“(4) Elements of the early post-Wa- 
tergate reports led me to suspect, incor¬ 
rectly, that the CIA had been in some 
way involved. They also led me to sur¬ 
mise, correctly, that since persons origi¬ 


nally recruited for covert national secu¬ 
rity activities had participated In Water 
gate, an unrestricted investigation of 
Watergate might lead to and expose 
those covert national security operations. 

”(5) I sought to prevent the exposure 
of these covert national security activi¬ 
ties, while encouraging those conducting 
the Investigation to pursue their inquiry 
Into the Watergate Itself. I so Instructed 
my staff, the attorney general and the 
acting director of the FBI. 

"(•) I also specifically Instructed Mr. 
Haldeman and Mr. Ehrllchman to en¬ 
sure that the FBI would not carry Its 
investigation Into areas that might com¬ 
promise these covert national security 
activities, or those of the CiA. 

“(7) At no time did I authorize or 
know about any offer of executive clem¬ 
ency for the Watergate defendants. Nei¬ 
ther did I know until the time of my own 
Investigation, of any efforts to provide 
them with funds.”

Troops Put Down 
Police Rebellion 


NEW DELHI (AP) — In¬ 
dian army soldiers have put 
down two armed rebellions by 
Uttar Pradesh state police¬ 
men that left at least 30 men 
dead. 

Officials said 15 men were 
killed in each of two major 
clashes Tuesday. 

Men of the state police, 
called the Provincial Armed 
Constabulary (PAC), and 
army troops apparently re¬ 
mained at a standoff in three 
other towns where PAC con¬ 
stables were refusing orders 


to surrender control of their 
armories. 

A home ministry spokes¬ 
man said, however, that the 
only shooting incidents were 
at Kanpur, an industrial city 
240 miles southeast of New 
Delhi, and Ramnagar, a town 
near the Hindu holy city of 
Banaras. Banaras is 415 miles 
southeast of the Indian capi¬ 
tal. 

The incidents were sparked 
by predawn army raids at the 
request of the state govern¬ 
ment, on 10 PAC armories 
throughout the state to disarm 
the 20,000-man force.

But He emphasized he was 
not involved in or aware of 
the Watergate operation or 
the coverup. 

A spokesman said Nixon’s 
statement was prompted in 
part by a desire to maintain 
the secrecy of classified docu¬ 
ments involving a decision the 
president made in July, 1970. 

Nixon said the decision cov¬ 
ered intelligence operations 
that would have involved 
"breaking and entering, in ef¬ 
fect” in the name of national 
security. That plan never was 
implemented. 

Nixon said It is now clear 
that illegal and unethical ac¬ 
tivities took place during last 
year’s presidential campaign. 

"None of these took place 
with my specific approval or 
knowledge,” he said. "To the 
extent that I may in any way 
contributed to the climate in 
which they took place, I did 
not intend to; to the extent 
that I failed to prevent them, 
I should have been more vigi¬ 
lant.” 

Nixon said that hearsay tes¬ 
timony "by persons either 
convicted or themselves 
under investigation . .. could 
. . . load to a serious misun¬ 
derstanding of those national 
security activities which, 
though totally unrelated to 
Watergate, have become en¬ 
tangled in the case.” 

The president expressed 
concern that this "could lead 
to further compromise of sen¬ 
sitive national security infor¬ 
mation.”

WASHINGTON — A former White House law en¬ 
forcement adviser said in prepared testimony Tues¬ 
day that he offered executive clemency to Watergate 
burglar James McCord on the authority of presiden¬ 
tial counsel John Dean. 

John Caulfield denied that 
he had used President Nixon’s 
name. McCord swore Friday 
that Caulfield had said the 
president was aware of plans 
to offer McCord clemency, 
and that the president would 
be informed of McCord’s re¬ 
action. 

Caulfield said Dean, who 
had been his boss at the White 
House one time, instructed 
him to tell McCord that the 
clemency offer came "fpom 
the highest levels" of the 
White House. 

McCord said Caulfield did 
tell him that, and he assumed 
this meant the offer came 
from Nixon or one of two 
top aides, H. R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman. 

"I specifically never spoke 
to the president of the United 
States and have no knowledge 
of my own as to whether he 
personally had endorsed this 
offer or indeed whether any¬ 
one had ever discussed it with 
him.” 

Caulfield’s recital was con¬ 
tained in a 2S-page statement 
, which he prepared to read at 
the Senate's televised - Water¬ 
gate hearings. He was sche¬ 
duled to follow McCord, who 
put in a repeat appearance in 
morning and afternoon ses¬ 
sions. 

McCord denied that he had 
ever asked Caulfield, or any¬ 
one at the White House, to 
keep him out of jail. He also 
admitted telephoning two 
foreign embassies in an at¬ 
tempt to have his conversa¬ 
tions overheard by govern¬ 
ment wiretaps, but he said 
he was trying to see if the 
government would admit to 
intercepting his conversa¬ 
tions, and denied that the 
calls wer a ploy to under¬ 
mine the government’s case 
against him in court. 

Caulfield, tn* his prepared 
testimony, said he viewed his

B ritish Columbia’s Premier David Ban-ett 
has already established for himself a reputa¬ 
tion for generosity, what with gifts for rehabili¬ 
tation of the Vietnamese, fat increases In legisla¬ 
tors’ earnings on the basis of sessional indemnity, 
guaranteed monthly incomes for senior citizens, 
bigger grants to municipalities — there were all 
sorts of good things in the biggest provincial bud¬ 
get on record at $1.72 billion. 

He might even be accused of prodigality with 
the expansion of his cabinet — five new ministers, 
two of whom will be without portfolios pending the 
necessary changes in the constitution, but drawing 
$21,000 a year meanwhile in addition to their 
salaries of $12,000 per session as members of the 
legislature. When they finally get their ministries 
of housing and consumer affairs these two will get 
$24,000 a year. 

But these are trivial sums when compared 
with those involved in the pay increases for civil 
servants, ranging from a minimum of 10 per cent 
and as high as 60 per cent. 

All of a sudden Mr. Barrett’s deputy ministers, 
currently paid between $26,000 and $27,000 a year, 
are the beneficiaries of a revaluation of their posi¬ 
tions. Henceforth tljey will get between $33,000 
and $42,000 a year. 

These various boosts in the civil list will cost 
the provincial treasury — that is to say, the tax¬ 
payers of this province — about $14 million in the 
present fiscal year. 

The general secretary of the B.C. Government 
Employees Union has expressed "satisfaction,” 
which is hardly surprising when it is remembered 
that all public servants drawing $750 a month, or 
less, get an immediate $75 a month more, and the 
better paid increases in the same order. 


No one is likely to protest the actions of the 
government in this sphere lest they be accused of 
envy. Certainly not other organized workers who 
will be encouraged to demand and expect the same 
sort of treatment by their employers. 

. Mr. Barrett’s administration, however, shows 
a singular inconsistency in dealing with the holiday 
ferry problem. Because of what the responsible 
minister, Robert Strachan, called "crewing prob¬ 
lems,” there were no additional sailings on the holi¬ 
day weekend just past. That there were no stand¬ 
ings of Vancouver Island-mainland vehicles was no 
fault of the government but due to the good judg¬ 
ment of the public who had sense enough to avoid 
the risks. 

That was not the case for some 200 carloads 
left in the rain at Langdale and a lot more at 
Bowen Island. Their indignation is understandable. 

Neither the government nor the union in¬ 
volved, Marine Branch 1 of the B.C. Government 
Employees Union, saw fit to inform the public 
why no extra sailings could be arranged, other 
than to blame the failure on "crewing problems,” 
as the minister called them, or “management prob¬ 
lems,” as the union described them. It was widely 
assumed that agreement could not be reached on 
payment of overtime. 

On the basis of the Barrett record it might 
have been thought the government would not hesi¬ 
tate to grant whatever it was the union sought, 
particularly since it could be excused on the ground 
of convenience for the holidaying public. The sum 
involved must surely have been insignificant. 

The previous administration was able to over¬ 
come any difficulty in arranging extra holiday sail¬ 
ings, but perhaps its negotiators were more facile 
or the union’s demands more reasonable. 


Arise, You Sons of France 


T HE CURRENT SESSION of the International 
Court of Justice is getting a play in the world 
press, and that’s about all that can be said for it. 
As far as accomplishing any immediate good, it’s a 
waste of time. France has refused to appear, let 
alone take the stand to argue its case for continued 
atmospheric testing of nuclear devices. Eight 
chairs reserved for counsel of the principal of the 
hearing at The Hague remain empty. The court has 
only the submissions from the objectors on which 
to render judgment. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the ruling, will 
go against the further endangering of life from 
radio-active fallout that France is so intent on caus¬ 
ing. There has been too much already; but France 
is insisting on going ahead, claiming its uncomplet¬ 
ed tests in the South Pacific have been the cleanest 
carried out by any country at any time. At least 
that is what was stated in a recent article in the 
Gaullist newspaper, La Nation, which, like most 
French dailies, hasn't kept its readers consistently 
informed about the bomb tests and the opposition 
to them. 

As a result, a survey by the London Observer 
found that “public opinion in France remains total¬ 
ly indifferent to the issue.” 


La Nation’s article did attempt to state 
France’s case, though — the de Gaulle thesis that 
the tests are vital for France and “any country has 
the right to have the defence system it desires. The 
French nuclear defence force is the expression of 
our independence, because the atom cannot be 
shared and it is doubtful whether any other 
country, however close it may be, would be pre¬ 
pared to press the ‘nuclear button’ for another 
country if it was not directly threatened.” 

Because its nuclear development program in¬ 
volves national defence, France maintains the In¬ 
ternational Court has no right to meddle; and the 
strong indication is that an injunction against the 
testing sought by Australia and New Zealand will 
be ignored. 

France must stand condemned for its attitude. 
The question of "rights” is overbalanced in favor of 
those countries endangered even by the smallest 
amounts of fallout. 


It can only be hoped that there will be a drift 
of world opinion from The Hague which will settle 
on the French people in whom the only hope for a 
halt of the testing lies. 


Bar gaining Deadlock 


Delay Seen in Security Talks 


tt l* becoming Increasingly 
doubtful whether the Europe¬ 
an Security Conference will 
be able to start according to 
plan at the end of June. 
“We’ve got some bloody hard 
work to do,” said a Western 
spokesman, “if this confer¬ 
ence is ever to get off the 
ground.” 

This alightly pugnacious 
pessimiam appears to be the 
reigning mood among West¬ 
ern delegations at the pre¬ 
paratory talks in Helsinki. 
The reason is not far to seek. 
Discarding all verbiage, this 
international conference, like 
all others, is a matter of bar¬ 
gaining. One side wants some¬ 
thing; the other requires the 
highest price possible. It is no 
more complicated than that. 

In this particular case, the 
Russians are the proposers. 
They want a Security Confer¬ 
ence, and a resultant agree¬ 
ment in order to obtain for¬ 
mal sanction for the Euro¬ 
pean atatus quo. To put it 
more precisely, they want the 
West to sign a document 
which will recognize the terri¬ 
torial changes and the ideo¬ 
logical shifts caused by the 
Second World War. They want 
a title deed to their new

boundaries and to their hege¬ 
mony over the communist 
satellites. To put it in slightly 
different terms, they want 
their sphere of influence de¬ 
fined and committed to paper. 

Since this is no more than a 
legalistic recognition of reali¬ 
ty, the Western powers can 
scarcely object with any con¬ 
vincing passion. They can, 
however, demand a good 
price for their signatures. So 
far, it does not seem as if 
they have been able to extract 
It. 

The West wants roughly two 
things: trade and with its bed¬ 
fellow. technical co-operation, 
and freedom of movement, 
both of people and informa¬ 
tion. The latter is the great 
hurdle. 

The Soviet Union, on die 
n o t unjustified assumption 
that the purpose of the West¬ 
ern demand is the erosion of 
communist dictatorship, has 
so far made practically no 
concessions on the issue. To 


the Soviet authorities, cultural 
freedom of movement means 
more ballet companies and of¬ 
ficial delegations on this or 
that aide of the dividing line. 
It certainly does not mean the 
unrestricted movement of 
books and ideas. 


Hence to demand the free 
flow of people and informa¬ 
tion is to deny it. (liven the 
Russian premises, the logic is 
impeccable. 


In the interminable ses¬ 
sions devoted to this particu¬ 
lar question, the Soviet dele¬ 
gates have argued that to de¬ 
mand the unimpeded flow of 
information is to deny a car¬ 
dinal principle of a putative 
treaty and one, moreover, al¬ 
ready accepted by both East 
and West. Hiis is the princi¬ 
ple of non-interference in the 
internal affairs of other coun¬ 
tries. 

The flow of information, 
argue Soviet representatives, 
must take account of differing 
social systems — at least 
where the communist re¬ 
gimes of Eastern Europe are 
concerned. This follows, in 
their view, from the principle 
of peaceful coexistence. 


But the West may be said to 
be growing a little weary of 
casuistical exchange. The 
British, as they have been 
from the outset, are less than 
lukewarm to the whole idea of 
a conference, and would 
doubtless see it fizzle out 
with the greatest of Imper¬ 
turbability. 

The Americans, on the 
other hand, devoted to de¬ 
tente, are probably a little 
more concerned over the fate 
of the conference. It is possi¬ 
ble that they may want to 
give the Russians something 
in the way of a document, in 
order to keep their dialogue 
with Moscow at a proper 
level. But even allowing for 
this, it will not do to be too 
optimistic over the prospects 
of the security conference 
proper starting on the sup¬ 
posed date.

Open wood fires burned in 
the bedrooms, and downstairs 
in the hush of the elegant 
public rooms, logs blazed 
quietly in the grates, although 
Mayfair is supposed to he a 
smokeless zone. 

"They are smokeless logs.” 
explained the hall porter with 
the air of one who knows such 
petty restrictions never were 
intended for Claridge's.

If you go into Claridge’s in 
the evening, which is the time 
to see and feel it, the thing 
that strikes you is the inti¬

For although the public 
rooms are spacious with high 
vaulted ceilings and great 
fluted Roman columns, people 
are talking in their normal 
voices, neither whispering as 
Ihey do at the Ritz, buzzing 
as at the Hilton, nor shouting, 
as for some extraordinary 
reason everybody seems to do 
at the Savoy.

Buckingham Palaca put* up 
many of its official guests at 
Claridge’s, a custom begun 
when Queen Victoria went to 
tea at the hotel and'approved 
its velvet padded elegance. 

The oil sheiks of the Per¬ 
sian Gulf stay there, and so 
does Bing Crosby who putts 
into the same shallow, wide- 
riish ashtray that Nikita Khru¬ 
shchev once used as a spit¬ 
toon.

Claridge's register contains 
the names of Sir Winston 
Churchill and Ann-Margaret, 
Alfred Hitchcock and Sir Alex 
Douglas-Home, a global w-ho's 
who. 

London is not short of lux¬ 
ury hotels. Thei> is the Ritz, 
fading a bit, but still grand. 


The Hjlton for those who like 
it American-modern. The Sa¬ 
voy for big business. The 
Hyde Park for those who want 
a huge picture window dining 
room garden-view. The Carle- 
ton Towers for the swinging 
set. The Dorchester for visit¬ 
ing senior civil servants. The 
Inn on the Park With Howard 
Hughes in residence on the 
top floor. 

But there really is only 
Claridge's for the old luxury 
that is no more. A serene cor¬ 
ner of Old England, defended 
by a devoted band of faithful 
“servants” in a ferocious and 
prolonged rearguard action 
against the encroaching forces 
of commercialized modernity. 

Look in on Claridge’s and 
know how the world used to 
he for old privilege and still 
is for carefully classified old 
money.

The hush amid all this near¬ 
ly 80-year-old Victorian class¬ 
ical splendor is disturbed, but 
only slightly, when you stand 
at the head of the grand stair¬

these responses will resolve 
the problems confronting us.

U.S. May Help China Tap Massive Offshore Oil Reserves 


By ROBERT S. ELEGANT, from Hong Kpng 

China and the United States are actively nego¬ 
tiating for cooperative exploitation of massive under¬ 
seas oil reserves along China’s cast and southeast 
coasts, authoritative sources have revealed. 

Long-term development of those resources, 
which are believed to exceed all the world’s presently 
known reserves, will not only cement the Sino- 
American relationship, but will also radically alter 
the present world balance of power. 


The sources indicated that 
the ail resources’ joint exploi¬ 
tation would be the corner¬ 
stone of continuing and closer 
relationship between Peking 
and Washington — a rela¬ 


tionship not merely economic 
but political. 

★ ★ ★ 

The potential consequences 
of the negotiations now being 
conducted quietly in Peking 
by representatives of a 
number of American oil firms 
have the widest possible rami¬ 
fications. 

Only the U.S. possesses the 
deep-water technology and en¬ 
gineering hardware to sink 
wells in the 400-to-700-foot 
' depths where most of the oil 
lies. 

For their part, the Chinese 
are desperately short of the 
foreign exchange they badly 
need to purchase capital 
equipment to accelerate their 
agriculture’s lagging growth 
and to develop a heavy indus¬ 
trial base. 

At the moment, the negotia¬ 
tions are in the preliminary 
stages. No hard-and-fast 
agreements in detail have yet 
been reached, but the fun¬ 
damental decision to go ahead 
is firm. 

★ ★ * 

Teams of American oilmen 
have been regularly passing 
through Hong Kong on their 
way to Peking. 

The Chinese have preserved 
an official silence, except for

proudly displaying their latest 
oil-drilling equipment at the 
recently ended Canton trade 
fair and announcing quietly 
that China was now prepared 


to export oil in small quanti¬ 
ties. 

But Hong Kong’s leftist 
Chinese-language press, 
which is Peking’s quasi-of¬ 


ficial voice, has been more 
forthright. The newspaper 
Wen Hui Pno has just report¬ 
ed that China is engaged in 
extensive surveys of its un¬ 
derseas oil reserves. 

An accompanying feature 
article estimated total world 
underseas oil reserves at 20 
billion tons and predicted that 
a third of the world’s oil could 
come from offshore sources 
by the 1980s. 


It projected discoveries and 
exploitation at least equiva¬ 
lent to the Taching oil field in 
northeast China, which began 
producing in large quantities 
only during the last six years. 

★ ★ ★ 

Although China's total re¬ 
serves are not yet known pre¬ 
cisely. American interest 
centres on the undersea oil, 
rather than the land fields. As 
early as 1968, preliminary 
surveys conducted by the 
American oceanographic ship 
Hunt concluded that the re¬ 
serves were massive. 

A report said: "Geophysical 
results show that the region is 
underlain by a series of near¬ 
ly parallel ridges, each of 
which has served as a dam to 
trap sediments that have been 
derived mostly from the large 
area of China that is drained 
by the Yellow and Yangtse 
rivers.”’ 

★ ★ ★ 

Both political and commer¬ 
cial reticence have kept con¬ 
fidential the specific conclu¬ 
sions of subsequent explora¬ 
tion. But their results are. in 
the words of one authority, 
"breathtaking.” 

The joint development, 
would require a minimum of 
five years to swing into major 
production. It would also re¬ 
quire the investment of sever¬ 
al billion dollars, some es¬ 
timates ranging higher than 
$10 billion for the first major 
phase. 

During that period, the 
United States and China 
would be linked by common 
interests that far outweigh the 
differences between the two 
capitals. 

★ ★ ★ 

The two nations are spurred 
by die knowledge that Japan 


and the Soviet Union are pre¬ 
paring to invest about four 
billion rubles m developing Si¬ 
berian Inland oil reserves. 

But the big prize is China's 
offshore reserves. 

The community of interest 
between China and the U.S. 
would make even the Issue of 
nationalist-held Taiwan sec¬ 
ondary, as it would the still 
Imperfectly resolved Issue of 
Indochina. 

A chief topic of discussion 
between Chinese Premier 
Chou En-l&i and presidential 
adviser Henry Kissinger, it 
appears, has been the pros¬ 
pects of Sino-American oil 
development. 

★ * * 

The importance of the Mid¬ 
dle East as an economic and 
political centre would be 
greatly decreased by develop¬ 
ment of the Chinese offshore 
reserves. 

The oil-producing nations of 
the Mediterranean Sea and 
the Persian Gulf could no 
longer exert the same intense, 
pressure they are now capa¬ 
ble of applying on the United 
States and Its allies. 

With the semi-permanent 
closure of the Suez Canal, the 
Middle East has already lost 
much of its importance and 
the danger erf big power con¬ 
flict over the area would be 
expected to decrease further. 

★ ★ ★ 

Freed of dependence upon 
Middle East reserves. Japan 
would be much less inclined 
to develop large naval forces 
to protect its vital sea supply 
lines. 


But, naturally, the Soviet 
Union would attempt to draw 
even closer to Japan to 
counter-balance the tacit Sino- 
American political, military, 
and economic alliance. 

The move from broad geo¬ 
physical surveys to the verge 
of active exploitation comes 
at a vital time for the United 
States. The energy crisis that 
threatens the Uniited States 
will hardly be scotched imme¬ 
diately. But prospects for the 
future are much brighter. 
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Brezhnev Gave Way on Berlin - Then Went Shopping 

Brandt Got All He Wanted and More

Remote as it may seem, the 
apparent success of the So¬ 
viet-West German summit 
meeting in Bonn owes much 
to such things as Leonid 
Brezhnev’s preoccupation 
over China and the shortage 
of washing machines in Rus¬ 
sia. 

From the outset of bis of¬ 
ficial five-day visit, it was ap¬ 
parent that Brezhnev, Soviet 
party leader, was less inter¬ 
ested in politics than in eco¬ 
nomic co-operation with the 
highly-industrialized West 
Germany. 


For his part. Chancellor 
Willy Brandt wanted hard and* 
fast assurances on the status 
of Berlin. Up got them, and 
the promise of hefty export 
orders to the Soviet Union as 
a bonus. 

Chemicals, nuclear energy, 
electricity and minerals were 
all listed by the Russians as 
fields in which they also want¬ 
ed West German technology, 
credits and co-operation. 

In talks with German indus¬ 
trialists, Brezhnev held out a 
vista of untold riches in Si¬ 
beria and elsewhere just wait¬ 
ing for German-Soviet joint 
undertakings to develop them. 

After all the hard bargain¬ 



ing and back-slapping, the 
substance of the 14-page com¬ 
munique was that the West 
Germans responded positively 
to sweeping Russian propos¬ 
als to obtain German aid for 
expanding the Soviet economy 
rapidly. 

In exchange, they have ob¬ 
tained Soviet assurance on 
Berlin a tough point th.it

technology — he didn't even 
get around to meeting Ger¬ 
man Communist party lead¬ 
ers until the final day of the 
visit — is seen as a reflection 
of problems at home. 

Some observers have 
suggested he is anxious to re¬ 
duce tensions in Europe to 
free military resources 1 o 
guard against jKissible Chi¬ 
nese pressure in Siberia.

Aside from that, production 
of Russian consumer goods 
has been disappointing at a 
time when Soviet leaders feel 
pressure to give their own 
and the East European people 
a higher living standard. 

As one commentator put il: 
"Cars and washing machines 
can be a useful antidote to 
revolution.” 

Analysts in the Berlin Insti¬ 
tute for European Research 
have concluded the Soviet 
Union is deepening its depen¬ 
dence on imports from capi¬ 
talist countries because of 
failure to keep up to its plans 
for increasing industrial pro¬ 
duction, which rose only 5.2 
per cent last year compared 
with seven per cent in 1971.

Most so-called Canadian literature is only su¬ 
perficially Canadian, says the editor of the maga¬ 
zine Books in Canada. Speaking in Toronto, Val 
Clery said the “search for the Canadian identity” 
ended six years ago. 

Since then, Canadians have known what their 
identity is and want to examine it. “This new Cana¬ 
dian curiosity has been poorly served by the new 
Canadian writers,’’’he said. 

He, added that most of the literature turned 
out as Canadian is all too often a superficially Ca¬ 
nadian variation of a literary mode or experiment 
from United States or British literature. 

He attributed the weight of foreign influence ^ 
on the way the secretary of state and Canada 
Council award grants. 

“It is up to all of us in the hook eommunity to 
make ourselves heard in Ottawa and ensure that 
the cultural satisfaction of Canadians comes before 
an abstract prestige for Canada.”

Former prime minister 
John Diefenbaker asked Mac¬ 
donald whether the govern¬ 
ment is investigating the "ef¬ 
ficacy” of a railway that 
could be built to carry natural 
gas at the same cost as a 
pipeline. 

Diefenbaker (PC—Prince 
Albert) said the railway 
would help open up the North. 

Macdonald said the govern¬ 


ment Is evaluating a Queens 
University study that recom¬ 
mended a railway rather than 
a pipeline. He said he hopes 
there will be a decision on it 
by the end o l the year. 

Macdonald and Prime-Min¬ 
ister Trudeau said the report 
by the Economic Impact 
Committee of the Task Force 
on Northern Oil Development, 
made available Monday, is an 
early draft. 

John Fraser (PC—Van¬ 
couver South) said three min¬ 
isters have said the govern¬ 
ment favors a Mackenzie 
pipeline and asked if the gov¬ 
ernment agrees with the re¬ 
port, which says the pipeline 
would prove an unsettling 
operation. 

Trudeau said the report is 
an early draft of one of sever¬ 
al reports to the government 

and cabinet. The govern¬ 


ment could not be bound by 
working documents from of¬ 
ficials.

Ontario Premier 
Affirms Threat 


WASHINGTON (CP) — Two 
key Democratic senators are 
lined up in opposition on the 
question of linking the grow¬ 
ing U.S. energy crisis to the 
festering Middle Eust political 
situation. 

Senator William Fulbright 
of Arkansas, chairman of the 
Senate foreign relations com¬ 
mittee, believes the main 
threat to the continued deli¬ 
very of Arabian oil to the U.S. 
arises from U.S. support for 
Israel. 

Senator Henry Jackscn of • 
Washington state, considered I 
a strong candidate for his | 
party’s presidential nomina- i 
tion in 1976, secs the principal ! 
threat in the jealousy of | 
‘‘have-not” Arab states eye- | 
ing the great riches of their j 
oil-producing neighbors. 

The forum for their dispute , 
may come May 30 when Ful- | 
bright’s committee begins 
hearings on the implications 
of the energy problem on U.S. 
foreign relations. 

Fulbright touched off toe 
dispute Monday on the Senate 
floor with a speech in which 
he expressed apprehension 
that “our present policy¬ 
makers and policy-influencers 
may come to the conclusion 
that military action is re¬ 
quired to secure the oil re¬ 
sources of the Middle East 
and to secure our exposed 
jugular.” 


He suggested all U.S. inter¬ 
ests — ‘ emotional, economic 
and strategic” — would be 
Served by imposing a jjolitical 
settlement of toe Arab-lsracl 
dispute and urged that the 
U.S. and the United Nations 
take a leading hand in this. 

Jackson, chairman of the 
Interior committee, is a fierce 
advocate of development of 
domestic oil sources and of a 
crash program to find alter¬ 
nate sources of power. 


In a congressional state¬ 
ment Jackson said: 

“Senator Fulbright’s conclu¬ 
sion that we must, in order to 
assure an adequate supply of 
energy deliver the future sta¬ 
bility of the Middle East into 
the hands of the Security 
Council of the UN is, in my 
view, based on a dangerously 
over-simplified appreciation 
of both the nature of our en¬ 
ergy deficiency and of the pol¬ 
itics of the Middle East and 
the Persian Gulf ...” 


TORONTO (UPI) — Ontario 
Premier William Davis said 
Tuesday his life was threat¬ 
ened April 12, shortly before 
his government brought down 
its 1973-74 budget. 

Davis, replying to a ques¬ 
tion in the legislature, said 
Toronto police telephoned his 
security officers 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes before Provincial Trea¬ 
surer John White read his 
budget statement on the 
house. 

Davis said a call had been 
received from anonymous 


persons who said they "were 
coming up to the building (the 
legislature) to kill the pre¬ 
mier and do something to 
other members of the house.” 

Last week, Leo Bernier, 
minister of natural resources, 
told a house committee inqui¬ 
ring into alleged ministerial 
abuses of government air¬ 
planes that both Air Canada 
and CP Air were reluctant to 
have Davis as a passenger 
because of threats on his life. 

Spokesmen for both airline* 
denied it.

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Government Owned Mills 
‘Must Stop Pollution’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) - En¬ 
vironment Minister Jack 
Davis wants pollution control 
standards Implemented at 
B . C. government-controlled 
mills, which he says are 
among the worst polluters in 
the province. 

Davis, speaking in n tele¬ 
phone interview from Ottawa 
Tuesday, referred to the 
newsprint mill at Ocean 
Falls, now owned outright by 
the provincial government, 
and sulphite and kraft' pulp 
mills near Prince Rupert, 
which are to be taken over by 
the New Democratic Party 
government June 29. 

He said the mills would 
have cost their private owners 
"tens of millions” to bring up 
to federal pollution control 
standards. And he added that 
while it may have been dif¬ 
ficult for Ottawa to impose 
the standards on private 
owners, the B.C. government 
is wealthy enough to imple¬ 
ment the federal pollution 
standards. 

“When' the new manage¬ 
ment of these mills shakes 
down,” he said, "we, arm in 
arm with the provincial pollu¬ 


tion control branch, will go 
and talk to their management 
about a schedule of compli¬ 
ance with the standards.” 

The environment minister 
said Ode an Falls is not as 
serious a problem as the mills 
near Prince Rupert because 
Ocean Falls has caused no 
fish kills while the Rupert 
Mills have. 

Davis also disclosed he is 
attempting to arrange a meet¬ 
ing' within two weeks with 
Robert Williams, B.C. lands, 
forests and water resources 
minister, to discuss negotia¬ 
tions aimed at cancelling 
B.C.’s Skagit Valley flooding 
agreement with Seattle City 
Light.

judge. 

He said he’s learned 
through diplomatic channels 
that Premier Barrett, while 
on a trip to Washington in 
March, was told Seattle City 
Light wants a bloc of B.C. 
j)ower in return for cancella¬ 
tion of its further Skagit flood¬ 
ing rights. 

He added that he under¬ 


stands Barrett was not sym¬ 
pathetic to the idea. 

Although there hav* been 
meeting® at the federal level 
between Canada and the U3. 
on the Skagit, the minister 
said the 1967 contract is be¬ 
tween B.C. and Seattle City 
Light and they must settle the 
dispute. 

He said he has heard talk 
from Seattle that B.C. may be 
asked to compensate Seattle 
City Light to the extent of $30 
million to $40 million.

Cool-Aid Hostel Warms Up

All of Victoria la feeling the 
early influx of tourists and it 
isn't any different at Cool- 
Aid's youth hostel on Fern- 
wood. 

Already the young tra¬ 
vellers are arriving in 
numbers up to 40 a night with 
a larger concentration on 
weekends. 

Last summer the hostel put 
up as many as 160 a night and 
there’s no telling how many 
will visit Victoria this sum¬ 
mer. 

It’s still the cheapest place 
in town to stay, at 50 cents a 
night which includes supper 
and a cup of tea or coffee in 
the meriting. After three days 
the guests must move on. 

"Nobody is ever turned 
away for lack of money,’’

She went out and came, back 
in and I believe she had gone' 
to the car, I don’t know, (to 
get) whatever she got for sup¬ 
per, and she came in and told 
me to get out and stay out 
and not to come back. 

"And I asked her why, this 
is my home, this is my home 
just as much as it’s, your 
home, and the only reason 
why we can stay here is as 
long as I stay wnth you, and I 
haven't done anything. 

"The next thing I knew 
she was coming at me with a 
rolling pin and a knife, the 
knife went into my hand . ..” 

Her next recollection, she 
continued, wag sitting in her 
car on the way to the police 
station. 

Earlier, she had been asked 
by defence lawyer Cecil Bran¬ 
son to show the jurors the 
scars on her v left hand. She 
said she had undergone thera¬ 
py because the ligaments had 
been cut. 

(Last week, a Saanich de¬ 
tective testified that he found 
$73 in cash and h Bay credit 
card in a jacket Miss Ander¬ 
son was wearing when she en¬ 
tered the police station.) 

Miss Anderson, called to the 
stand as a defence witness, 
said she had been living with 
her grandparents since her 
mother’s death. Her mother 
got a divorce four years ago, 
she said, and she had last at¬ 
tended Oak Bay high school in 
December. 

"What have you been doing 
since you left school?” Bran¬ 
son asked. 

"I’ve been looking for a job, 
just wandering around trying 
to find myself,” she an¬ 
swered. 

She described her rela¬ 
tionship with her mother as 
"regular” and including the 
normal amount of arguments 
and squabbles. 

A few days before March 9. 
she added, her mother told 


her to- stay out "fairly late” 
on that particular night. 

On the morning of March 9, 
Miss Anderson testified, her 
mother woke her up and told 
her to sell ,a silverware set 
she had received as a wed¬ 
ding present. 

Crown prosecutor George 
MacMinn zeroed in on this 
testimony. 

"I put it to you that your 
mother was quite proud of 
that set,” he said. 

Miss Anderson: "I can’t 
deny it or say yes, because I 
dont know how she felt to¬ 
wards it.”

B.C.’s Land Commission 
met in Victoria for the first 
time Tuesday, but its first few 
months will be mainly spent 
in an “administrative tune- 
up,” its chairman said later. 

Tbe chairman, William 
Lane, said the commission's 
main work will begin only 
after the province’s 28 region¬ 
al boards have submitted 
their plans for saving farm¬ 
land to the commission. 

Then the commission’s 
main tasks will be to review 
and approve those plans and 
to deal with appeals for indi¬ 
vidual parcels of land to be ei¬ 
ther inside or outside the de¬ 
signated farmland areas. 

Part of the discussion at the 
first meeting dealt with the 
setting up of procedures for 
the appeals "so there will be 
a minimum of inconvenience 
to the citizens caught, in a 
small way, in the middle,” 
said Lane. 

Most of the rest of the first 
all-day meeting was spent 
"just getting an overview of 
the problem," he said. He felt 
the difficulties — and the 
need — for saving farmland 
were greater than most B.C. 
residents realized, because 
there is such a small amount 
of arable land left in the prov¬ 
ince to provide food supplies 
for the future. 

The actual designation of 
land to be kept as farmland 
will be the main responsibility 
of the regional boards, he 
said, with the commission 
only taking an active role if a 
district doesn’t produce a re¬ 
gional plan. 

He doesn’t expect that will 
happen although he thinks 
that some districts will take 
longer in producing one than 
the 90 days allotted them in 
the Land Commission Act. 

"It’s just inconceivable”, 
that all 28 districts will have 
their plans ready within three 
months/’ admitted Lane who 


was appointed chairman of 
the commission only last 
Thursday. Those districts 
which need longer will be 
granted extensions to prepare 
the plans, provided the com¬ 
mission feels they are war¬ 
ranted. 

Further complicating that 
matter are a number of tech¬ 
nical, legal difficulties, he 
said, which, make it hard to 
tell just when the 90-day 
period named in the legisla¬ 
tion begins — or, indeed, 
whether it has begun already. 

To help the districts in pre¬ 
paring their plans, the agri¬ 
culture department is working 
on detailed maps of all the 
districts, he said. 

The maps will include infor¬ 
mation on soil quality of 
various areas of each district, 
based on Canada Land Inven¬ 
tory data, and other informa¬ 


tion the department feels will 
help the regions in making 
decisions on what land to pre¬ 
serve. 

Work on the maps should be 
completed within the next few 
weeks, said Lane, and they 
will then be available when 
regional boards ask for them. 
He anticipated they would be 
public documents and, in 
many districts, form the basis 
for public discussion and de¬ 
bate on what lands to desig¬ 
nate as farmland. 

He said he thought they 
would be "the principal re¬ 
source available” to the dis¬ 
tricts to help in making their 
decisions. 

The commission met Tues¬ 
day in an agriculture depart¬ 
ment office in Victoria, but it 
plans to set up its head¬ 
quarters in the Lower Main¬ 
land, probably in a govern¬ 


ment building in Burnaby, he 
said. 

The members felt this 
would be the most efficient 
since three of the five of them 
live in the Lower Mainland 
with one coming from the in¬ 
terior and one from Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Four of the five members 
attended the meeting Tues¬ 
day, and for several it was 
their first time they had met 
each other. Joining Lane, for¬ 
merly Richmond’s municipal 
solicitor, at the meeting were 
Ted Barsby, a Nanaimo busi¬ 
nessman; Vernon Brink, a 
plant science professor from 
Vancouver; and Arthur Gar- 
rish, a tree-fruit grower from 
Oliver.

Earlier, Joe Kryczka of Cal¬ 
vary, outgoing president, bit¬ 
terly attached the World 
Hockey Association, the Inter¬ 
national Ice Hockey Federa¬ 
tion and Hockey Canada. 

"I am distressed and upset 
that a person purporting to be 
the head of a professional 
hockey group (Gery David¬ 
son) would report that the 
WHA terminated negotiations 
with the CAHA because its 
dollar figures were too high. 

"We have encountered 
many difficulties in attempt¬ 
ing to negotiate with the 
WHA. We had preliminary 
meetings with their officials 
two months ago and a further 
session during the Memorial 
Cup playoffs in Montreal. 

"I can't understand what 
Davidson was talking about 
when he reported that our dol¬ 
lar figures were too high - 
when in fact the figures dis¬ 
cussed were brought In by 
members of the WHA com¬ 
mittee. 

"We will have to stand up 
and be counted and prove to 
the WHA or anyone else who 
cares to listen that we are the 
governing body of hockey in 
this country. 

"The WHA apparently now 
is content to sit aside and 
steal our players and ... . is 
attempting to drive a wedge 
between our branches," he 
said. 

Kryczka was referring to 
rumors circulating Sunday 
that the WHA has offered the 
Western Canada Hockey 
League $70,000 a team for 
development purposes to ac¬ 
quire a pipeline to graduating 
age-group players. 

Kryczka told the delegates 
to "discount reports” that the 
Saskatchewan Amateur Hock¬ 
ey Association is spearhead¬ 
ing a move to break ranks 
with the CAHA. 

Kryczka said that during 
meetings in Romania, the 
CAHA delegates were "treat¬ 
ed with contempt, insulted 
and humiliated" by IIHF 
president J. F. (Bunny) 
Alieame and "we should have 
a long memory on that 
score." 

"We have received poor co¬ 
operation from Hockey Cana¬ 
da." Kryczka said, "and I be¬ 
lieve the time has come when 
we must decide whether to 


continue our association with 
that group." 

During presentation of the 
report of the resolutions com¬ 
mittee. Saskatchewan pres¬ 
ident Harold Jones was re¬ 
buffed in a bid to have the 
committee’s recommendation 
vetoed. 

Jones attempted to block a 
suggestion by Kryczka that 
the report of the structuring 
committee be deferred until a 
special meeting of the CAHA 
directors in Winnipeg June 
23-24. 

The resolution called for 
dissolution of the Thunder 
Bay and Ottawa District 
Hockey Association branches. 

"This is one of the more im¬ 
portant problems we have to 
grapple with." Jones 6aid. "I 
can’t see why this matter 
can’t be settled here from the 
floor. I think we owe it to the

Area Policemen 
Named Delegates

Protection fur tl*e criminal 
Is Increased by the bill 
against wiretapping and elec¬ 
tronic eavesdropping which 
seems certain to go through 
Canada’s Parliament soon, 
Victoria Police Chief John 
Gregory said Tuesday. 

Gregory emphasised the Ca¬ 
nadian Association of Gilefs 
of Police, whose law amend¬ 
ments committee he leads, is 
fully in support of "the need 
" v to control electronic eaves¬ 
dropping and wiretapping." 

But, he added. "I feel the 
bill in its present form is so 
restrictive as to provide the 
criminal with greater protec¬ 
tion.” 

Why? "Because he knows it 
will take police much longer 
to launch the necessary tech¬ 
nical and legal details before 
becoming operational. Once a 
warrant has been granted and 
surveillance set up, these de¬ 
tails provide him with a basis 
for acquittal and render valu¬ 
able evidence inadmissible.” 


The chief spoke Just before 
leaving for a two-day annual 
meeting in Medicine Hat of 
the Western Police Chiefs As¬ 
sociation, where the subject is 
bound to come up. 

The federal government 
started working on a Protec¬ 
tion of Privacy Act in 1969 but 
the first draft didn’t reach 
Parliament until early last 
year. Gregory and other 
members of the Canadian 
chief’s association appeared 
last June before a Commons 
committee to urge easing of 
restrictions on police sur¬ 
veillance. 

The Victoria chief said the 
only change in a bill recently 
presented to Parliament is 
that final authorization can be 
made by a county court judge 
rather than a supreme court 
justice. 

"That doesn’t relieve the 
situation at all,” he said. 
"Victoria only has one county 
court judge and there are 
legal holidays in the summer. 
Some places have no county 
court judges at all.” 


Gregory said the bill's con¬ 
trols “are too stringent in 
that they require far too 
much detail before a request 
lor a warrant can be submit¬ 
ted. 

"The routine la much too 
complicated and the evidence 
is rendered Inadmissible if

The facts must justify au¬ 
thorization of a warrant and 
particulars of the offence 
must be listed, along with the 
type of communication. 

Police must provide names 
and addresses of all persons 
whose conversations would 
help the investigation. If they 
can’t do that, they must de¬ 
scribe the place involved and, 
If they can't do that, the man¬ 
ner of interception.

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When you fo •hopping for 
bedding plants to set out in 
the flower beds and planters 
out front, it is well to keep in 
mind that you get a much 
mor* striking effact when you 
mass your colors boldly, 
sticking pretty much to one 
kind of plant, in one color, for 
each bed. 

A flower bed of a (airly 
good size planted up solidly 
with, say, scarlet salvia will 
catch the eye and create an 
impression from half a block 
away. A similar bed filled 
with a variety of flowers in 
many different colors may be 
quite attractive when viewed 
from close up, but from the 
point of view of passers-by in 
the street, the colors blend 
and run together, creating a 
somewhat wishy-washy effect. 

Speaking of salvia, this 
flower is pretty hard to beat 
when it comes to choosing oc¬ 
cupants of those ornamental 
beds out front, for this plant 
has the unusual virtues of 
early and continuous bloom¬ 
ing. Modem salvia varieties 
have been bred to start 
blooming within a week or so 
of setting out the plants, yet 
unlike so many of the flash-in-

the-pan annuals, they keep on 
blooming all summer long 
and well into the fall without 
a break. 

This long-blooming habit is 
not at all common among an¬ 
nual flowers, and there is ac¬ 
tually only a very small hand¬ 
ful at other plants which can 
come anywhere near the sal¬ 
via’s tireless staying power. 
Mind you, salvia has its faults 
— its very bright red color 
isn’t everybody’s cup of tea, 
and certainly its fiery scarlet 
wouldn’t go at all well against 
a red brick house. It must 
have sun all day long, too, for 
in a bed that lies in shade for 
half the day, you get too 
much foliage and not enough 
bloom. 

Salvia comes in a number 
of named varieties such as 
Blaze of Fire, St. John’s Fire, 
Bonfire. Scartet Pygmy, 
Flare Path and Hot Jazz. 
Some of these bloom a bit 
earlier than others, some 
have a somewhat fuller flower 


spike, but the chief difference 
between the varieties lies in 
the height of the plant. 

.Thus, Scarlet Pygmy grows 
only six inches tall, suitable 
for very small or very narrow 
beds or for use as an edging 
plant around. larger beds of 
other flowers, while Bonfire 
makes a plant better than two 
feeet tall, more suited for big¬ 
ger and wider beds. Some of 
the better-known scarlet 
varieties are the following 
heights: Fireball Improved, 
Scarlet.Piccolo, Redcoat are 
all 10 Inches; Early Bird and 
St. John’s Fire are 12 inches: 
Jet Fire 13 inches; Blaze of 
Fire, Hot Jazz and Pronto are 
14 to 16 inches, while Bonfire 
and Extra Early Bonfire are 
24 inches taH. 

• To get your plants off to a 
good start, I find it pays to 
drop a small handful of wrt 
peat moss in the bottom of 
each planting hole as the 
plants are set out. Peat seems 
to be just what salvia needs to 


encourage a good and vigor¬ 
ous root system. Plant very 
firmly, Ss this makes for a 
mure compact and less 
sprawling plant. 

For an edging plant to put a 
narrow border of contrasting 
color around your bold* mass 
of scarlet salvia, you have 
quite a wide choice. The 
dwarf white sweet alyssum 
gives a dainty, lace-edged ef¬ 
fect which is quite pleasing, 
but the mauve, violet and 
pale purple alyssum varieties 
do not go well with the very 
bright red of the salvia. Dark 
blue lobelia makes a nice con¬ 
trast, while yellow or orange 
dwarf marigolds make a bril¬ 
liant and eye-catching effect, 
although the scarlet and gold 
combination is a bit garish for 
some tastes. 

I think «ny own favorite 
edging for scarlet salvia is 
ageratum, and particularly 
the varieties Dwarf Blue Bed- 
der, Hybrid Blue Blazer and 
Hybrid Blue Mink. These 
make neat, compact plants 
never more than eight inches 
high — Blue Bedder Is only 
four dnches — covering 
themselves with fluffy flowers 
in a soft powder blue shade.

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It is incumbent on every 
columnist to see Last Tango 
in Paris and comment on it. 
Some critics have called it the 
greatest movie of our time. 
Others have written that it is 
one of the great rip-offs of the 
film industry. 

But having seen the movie, 
I would like to advance the 
opinion that most critics have' 
missed the point of the pic¬ 
ture. 

Last Tango in Paris Is not, 
as it has been described, the 
story of an aging American 
(Marlon Brando) and a young 
girl (Maria Schneider) in a 
desperate sexual battle for 
survival. 

It is reallv a sininle. heart¬ 
warming film about two peo¬ 
ple trying to rent the same 
apartment in Paris. 

Only those who have ever 
searched for an apartment in 
Paris can appreciate what 
Brando and Miss Schneider go 


through for this lovely flat 
near the Seine. 

In the tilm Brando plays a 
washed-out American, whose 
wife has just committed sui¬ 
cide. He wants the apartment 
in the worst way. So does the 
young French girl. 

They meet by accident in 
the empty flat and you see 
Brando’s mind working. He 
figures if he assaults the girl, 
she’ll go away and he’ll get 
the apartment. 

But Miss Schneider, a child 
of the French bourgeoisie, is 
made of sterner stuff, and She 
puts up little resistance to 
Brando’s assault As a matter 
of fact, while she’s being 
bounced around by Marlon 
she is really measuring the 
floor to see how much carpet¬ 
ing it will take. 

The next day they are hack 
at the apartment again. Bran¬ 
do has brought a table, 
chairs, and a bed to assert, his 
claim to it. But Miss 


Schneider Is not Impressed 
and walks about the place as 
if it tveYe hers. 

This infuriates Brando and 
he throws her down on the 
l>ed and keeps muttering, 
“It’s mine. It’s mine.” Miss 
Schneider just laughs at him. 
All the time they are making 
love she is looking at the win¬ 
dow trying to figure what, size 
curtains she’ll need for the 
room. 

Brando, exhausted and fear 
ful that he’ll lose the flat, 
visits his mother-in-law and 
his dead wife. We see the 
tiny hotel he lives in and rea¬ 
lize why Brando is so intent 
on getting the apartment. 
Miss Schneider goes off with 
her fiance and we discern 
why she wants a new place 
to live. 

Back to the apartment. 
Brando is now desoerate. He 
show's Miss Schneider a dead 
rat. It shakes her up. hut not 
enough to give up the place. 

Rather than being fright¬ 
ened by Brando’s brutality. 
Miss Schneider becomes more 
determined than ever to wrest 
the key away from him. 


The next time they meet, 
she’s in her wedding dress 
and Brando is so mad he 
throws her in the tub. Miracle 
of all miracle, the plumbing 
works and Brando gives Miss 
Schneider a bath while she 
figures out what color scheme 
could go best with the white 
medicine cabinet. 

By this time. Brando is 
worn out and figures the 
apartment isn’t really worth 
it. He leaves wdthout telling 
Miss Schneider his name. 

A little battered from the 
encounters, Miss Schneider 
returns triumphantly with her 
fiance to show him the flat. 
But after all Miss Schneider’s 
been through, the fiance takes 
one look at the place and de¬ 
clares, “It's too big." 

This is when I started to 
cry. 

I don’t know if Last Tango 
in Paris is a great movie or 
not. but I believe that director 
Bertolucci has made ad Im¬ 
port a n t social statement 
about one of the real outrages 
of our time, which happens to 
be the housing shortage in 
France. 
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The teacher and the preacher were discussing the sorry 
state of affairs in the world, and how it might be improved. 

“AH that people have to do is obey the 10 Command¬ 
ments.” saad the preacher. “Then almost everything would 
fall into place properly.” 

“Let’s just take one of the commandments,” said the 
teacher. “The one that says, ‘Thou shall not kill.’ How about 
that one?" 

“Of course," said the preacher. “It’s one of the most im¬ 
portant.’' 

“What about war?" asked the teacher. “Isn't that a farm 
of killing? Would you urge young men not to go to war for 
thedr country?" 

“Well.” said the preacher. "That's a different matter. If 
yWur country is attacked, you have to defend it. If that means 
killing, it can’t be helped." 

“What about capital punishment?” asked the teacher. 
“Isn't that a form of killing by the state?" 

"But if it’s legally permissible as a deterrent to crime. I 
wouldn’t call it 'killing’ in the Biblical sense,” said the 
preacher. “Possibly what the Bible meant was, ‘Thou shalt 
not commit murder.’ ” 

“But who decides when something is murder or not?” 




asked the teacher. "Does the state decide, your conscience, 
or your church?” 

"It’s a difficult question.’’ conceded the preacher, “since 
states differ about it, so do churches, and so do individual 
consciences." 

“Exactly.’’ said the teacher. “If we decide a certain type 
of private killing is bad, we label it murder and prohibit it: 
but if we decide another kind of killing is permissible or. nec¬ 
essary, we label it ‘patriotic’ or ‘legal’ and remove the moral 
stigma from it." 

"We have to use our judgment, don’t we?" asked the 
preacher. 

"But usually our judgment is determined by our self-in¬ 
terest and our culture," said the teacher. “Christian coun¬ 
tries have fought Christian countries bitterly, with the bish¬ 
ops of each side justifying their country’s ’right’ to kill sol¬ 
diers and civilians on the other side.” 

“That’s the way people are, unfortunately,” said the 
preacher. 

“Exactly," agreed the teacher. “That’s why It’s a sim¬ 
plistic answer to tell people all they have to do is to follow 
the 10 Commandments. Religious groups can’t even agree on 
what ‘Thou shalt not. kill’ should mean — each stretches the 
meaning to cover what it wants to do." 

“If not the 10 Commandments, then what?’’ asked the 
preacher. 

“Only one commandment,” replied the teacher. “And 
that is, ‘Do not lie to yourself about what you really believe, 
and why.’ That’s the beginning of honesty, of morality — and 
of true religion."

At that time positive iden¬ 
tification of an unusually 
large coho Is required by 
contest officials, because the 
fish could turn out to be the 
big winner. 

Positive Identification 
means by a fisheries officer 
or someone authorized by 
King Fisherman officials, not 
necessarily thetweigh-in sta¬ 
tion. 

Here are some guidelines to 
tell coho from Chinooks, and 
even then at this time of year 
a mended steelhead with 
white gums can be mistaken 
for a coho. 

The gums and spots are the 
first clues. 

Spring (chlnook) salmon 
have black gums and spots on 
both halves of the tail . . . and 
sometimes it may only be one 
spot on the bottom half of the 
tail. ' 

Coho have white gums and 
spots only on the top half of 
the tail. Steelhead are well 
spotted. 

If a salmon has spots on 
both halve* of its tail it defini¬ 
tely is not a coho, but some¬ 
times a chinook seems to be 
missing spots on the lower 
half of the tall. 

If there is stiM any doubt, 
clean the fish and count the 
pyloric caeca, which' are the 
long stringy things like worms 
attached to the end of the 
stomach. 

Spring (chlnook) salmon 
have 140 to 185 of them. Coho 
have only 45 to 60, so that is 
pretty conclusive proof of 
identification, and sometimes 
the only identification contest 
officials will accept. 

Contest officials may disal¬ 
low any entry which hasn’t 
been positively identified and 
photographed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
120-day deadline on a pres¬ 
ident’s power to commit U.S. 
troops abroad without specific 
approval of Congress was suf>- 
ported by the House foreign 
affairs committee, 25 to 7. But 
after backing that key provi¬ 
sion the committee put off the 
final action on its effort to at¬ 
tach a Cambodia bombing 
fund cutoff. 


While other countries take 
steps to limit their popula¬ 
tions, the Soviet Union, with 
vest empty spaces 4n the 
north and east, and more than 
700 million Chinese just 
across its southern border, is 
heading full speed in the op- 
posite direction. 

“Our policy Is to struggle 
against the one-child family,” 
Boris Urlanis, Soviet demo¬ 
grapher, wrote last year. He 
cited full employment, sparse¬ 
ly Inhabited areas and unex¬ 
ploited natural resources. 

During the first 40 years of 
Soviet rule, peasants flocked 
to the Industrial towns and 
wives went to work in factor¬ 
ies. 

Now the country can ho 
longer afford to siphon away 
youngsters from the collective 
farms to the factories, and in 
the towns almost every able- 
bodied woman already has a 
job. 

Because automation and 
schemes to raise productivity 
are still insufficient, high in¬ 
dustrial growth rates can only 
be maintained if the labor 
force continues to expand. 


Unhappily for the KremUh’s 
planners, Soviet wives have 
shown increasing un¬ 
willingness to have children. 

The birth rate plunged to 17 
per thousand of population in 
1969 from 25 a decade earlier. 
The figures pifcked op slightly 
in 1970 and 1971, but only be¬ 
cause the large post-war gen¬ 
eration was arriving at the 
age of parenthood. 

Although the decline has 
worried the government, the 
Soviet birth rate still is higher

than in most developed coun¬ 
tries. 

The Soviet population’s nat¬ 
ural growth, once deaths had 
been subtracted from births, 
was 9.2 per thousand in 1971. 

This compared with 4.6 in 
Britain, 8.0 in the United 
States, and 3.9 in Sweden. 
West Germany recorded only 
1.6 per thousand and in East 
Germany the net growth was 
nil with births exactly match¬ 
ing deaths. 

The birth rate has been up 
to 35 per thousand in the Cen¬ 
tral Asia republics of Uzbekis¬ 
tan, Tadzhikistan, Turkmenis¬ 
tan and Kirghizia, where the 
population has grown three 
times as fast as in the Rus¬ 
sian Federation, the biggest 
of the 15 Soviet Republics. 

By contrast the Baltic re¬ 
public at Latvia had a natural 
growth rate of only 3.7 per 
thousand in 1971, lower than 
Sweden. 


At the last census tn 1970, 
Russians accounted for 129 
million of the Soviet Union 
population of 241 milMon. 

A poll of 500 working 
women in Moscow showed 
that about 30 per cent of them 
wanted only one child, around 
50 per cent wanted two, but 
only four per cent wanted 
three. 

The population expert who 
quoted these figures in a mag¬ 
azine article pointed out that 
if these women acted as they 
intended, each 10 families 
would produce only 16 chil¬ 
dren among them, whereas 
the minimum needed to pre¬ 
vent a decline in the popula¬ 
tion would be about 25. 


What hope do the authori¬ 
ties have of reversing this 
trend? 

Soviet law has since 1955 
allowed abortion on demand. 
Although no statistics are 
published, abortion is believed 
to be the most widespread 
method of birth control. 

Contraceptive* are availa¬ 
ble, but are said to be cruder 


than their Western equiva¬ 
lents. 

Unless the law on abortion 
is tightened, the Kremlin will 


have to rely on a combination 
of propaganda and material 
incentives to increase the 
birth rate.

Many have called <3y- 
terrmettra here masterpiece. I 
myself fed that if if is e mas¬ 
terpiece, it Is so because of 
one scene — the murder of 
Agamemnon. Through the use 
of red-purple drapery — 
which at first surrounds Qy- 
temnestra like two giant sails, 
then becomes the carpet on 
which Agamemnon walks to 
his death, and finally becomes 
a curtain that opens three 
times to reveal the three stab¬ 
bing* of Agamemnon and Cas¬ 
sandra — this episode is the 
ultimate achievement in ima- 
gist theatre. Clytemnestra’s 
dance of seduction, in which 
she manipulates Agamemnon 
onto the carpet, is story¬ 
telling in the grand tradition, 
The tendon is so great — will 
Q y te mn e s tn a succeed in her 
plan? — that one forgets that 
the outcome is, after all, al¬ 
ready known. 

Miss Graham’s interpreta¬ 
tion of Agamemnon as a chill¬ 
ingly conventional profes¬ 
sional soldier who needs his 
spear the way a corporate 
man needs his attache case, 
gives the scene a personal vi¬ 
sion and creates a profound 
ambivalence. Clytemnestra’s 
murder is no less horrible, 
but it is understandable. Any¬ 
one wanting to produce, write, 
or read about Greek myth — 
in fact, anyone interested In 
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Mary Hinkson and Bertram Ross in Clytemnestra 


the techniques of story-tolling 
and symbolism — must use 
this scene as the measure of 
excellence. 

The rest of the work con¬ 
tains many details on a par 
with the Agamemnon murder, 
but generally lacks its drive 
and emotional clarity. I often 
had to consult the program 
notes to discover what was 
being represented on stage; 
movement alone did not suf¬ 
fice — at least, not on one 
viewing. 

The erftire cast was distin¬ 
guished, most notably Miss 
Hinkson in the title role, Ber¬ 


tram Ross as Agamemnon, 
Yuriko Kimura’s seething 
Electra, and Ross Parkes’ Ae¬ 
gis thus, a study in machismo 
and toe fatal attraction it 
holds for women in this work. 

Sometimes it takes time for 
a new work to find its iden¬ 
tity, and this is so of Miss 
Graham's 146th, Myth of A 
Voyage, also premiered last 
week. Ming Cho Lee has de¬ 
signed a beautiful labyrinth of 
ropes representing a ship. The 
protagonist is the archer, or 
the dreamer or quester. Other 
passengers on the ship are the 
gray-eyed one, who might 
represent the steady presence 


in the archer’s consciousness, 
and a variety of mythical fig¬ 
ures ranging from Circe to 
three ladies who toss apples 
among themselves. Are they 
aspects of the archer’s past, 
or are they, to paraphrase the 
program note, those unreali¬ 
zable objects that are sup¬ 
posed to barricade men from 
life? Be that as it may, the 
capacity of a ballet to move 
one is a more crucial test of 
its worth than is one’s ability 
to decode it. 

The distressing point about 
Myth of A Voyage is that it 
has not yet found its central 
tone or the key gesture that 


suddenly brings a ballet Into 
full light, and it is these 
things that make a ballet 
moving. 

The other two works on the 
program were classics of 
their genre: Cave of the 
Heart, a retelling of the 
Medea legend; and Diversion 
of Angels, a joyous pageant of 
dancing for the sheer pleasure 
of it. The rest of the repertory 
contains other works that 
have made Miss Graham's 
own name legendary. A sec¬ 
ond new piece, Mendicants of 
Evening, in which she uses an 
electronic score for the first 
time, was also introduced.

The emphasis is on total 
community involvement in a 
project in View Royal. 

And a spirit of co-operation 
is what makes the community 
tackle projects that cost thou¬ 
sands of dollars, p... 

Like the 1971 centennial 
project — renovation of the 
basement of View Royal com¬ 
munity hall to house a library 
and recreational room which 
cost $12,000 and then some. 

The maverick library, 
staffed by 10 volunteers, has 
no connection with any public 
library system. 

It’s not the best library by ^ 
far, but it has 3,000 books cat¬ 
alogued and neatly stacked 
on shelves. 

The books were donated. 
Some, according to Mrs. Ar¬ 
lene Edwards, are some col¬ 
lectors' items. 

Mrs. Edwards, a member of 
the library board, said with¬ 
out the help of professional 
librarians to set up a system 
there would have been utter 
chaos. 

Monday and Tuesday af¬ 
ternoons and Wednesday eve¬ 
nings volunteers open doors 
and sort and check books in 
and out for readers 

They’ve also become know¬ 
ledgeable to the point where 
they have catalogued and 
shelved 200 books in the past 
six weeks. 

Every three month* the li¬ 
brary gets an infusion of'100 
books based on an exchange 
system with a bookmobile. 

Today there is $100 left in 
the centennial kitty and so to 
replenish the almost empty 
T>ot a $1 yearly library mem¬ 
bership fee is levied. Funds 
also oome from View Royal 
Ratepayer s’ Association 
membership fees and hall 
rentals which cover heat and 
light expenses. 

“So far 40 people have 
joined and with 3.000 living in 
the district we should get a 
good 10 per cent,” said Mrs. 
Edwards. 

She hopes eventually the 
fnrphan library will join the 
Greater Victoria Public Li¬ 
brary Board even though 
ratepayers turned down a pro¬ 
posal in the 1960s. 

“It does get a bit pressing 
to keep the library going. If 
we had more volunteers we 
could get along all righl. 
ihree days a week .Is about all 
we can handle,” she said.

A recent report on nursing 
manpower In 19T1 showed 12.9 
per cent — or 14,102 — of the 
108,630 employed registered 


nurses graduated outside the 
country. 

Ontario and British Colum¬ 
bia relied more on foreign 
graduates than other prov- 


Ontario had the Ittghes* 
number of employed foreign 
nursing graduates — IT.# per 
cent- while foreign graduates 
in B.C. totalled 17.1 per cent 


New Brunswick had the 
lowest, only 2.9 per cent 
Quebec ranked as the 
highest user of ita own gradu¬ 
ates, the report said. A total 
of 19,847 of 26,656, or 74.5 per 
cent, were graduates from 
within the province. 

"At the other end of the 
spectrum, the province of 


British Columbia ranks as the 
lowest employer of its own 
RN graduates . . . 44.5 per 
cent were trained in B C.” 


Of the 19,763 employed reg¬ 
istered nurses in B.C., 1,836 
graduated outside Canada. 
Also B.C had 4,138 RNs from 
other provinces—including 
2,294 from the Prairies. 


Ontario was the highest im¬ 
porter of RNs from the Mari- 
times, Quebec and Manitoba. 

The report, one of a aerie* 
on health manupower was 
compiled from registration 
documents. Registration is 
not compulsory in all prov¬ 
inces, so there may be more 
nurses working in Canada 
than ere listed.

OTTAWA (CP) - The Tru^ 
deau government has broken 
the law by commuting death^ 
-sentences and has committed 
the moral equivalent of crimi¬ 
nal fraud by debating capital 
punishment ahead of econom¬ 
ic issues, the Commons was 
told Tuesday. 

Paul Dick (PC-Lanardk- 
Renfrew-Carleton) said solu¬ 
tions to housing, unemploy¬ 


ment, inflation and oth^r ur¬ 
gent issues are being held up 
while the House spends its 
time on a question that "af¬ 
fects two or three peaople at 
most.” 

"Truly the greatest crimi¬ 
nal fraud is debating this leg¬ 
islation at this time," said the 
.12-year-old Ontario lawyer, 
first elected to Parliament 
last fall. 


Using some of the strongest 
language in the debate so far, 
he accused the government of 
usurping and bypassing (he 
law 'in using the so-called 
royal prerogative of mercy to 
commute death sentences. 

Trudeau described the 
prerogative last week as part 
of the law of the land but 
Paul said it should be used in 
or^ly a few cases. 


"The royal prerogative is 
not a prerogative when it be¬ 
comes the final court proceed¬ 
ing," he said. 

Since the last hangings in 
1962 a tota^.of 55 death sen¬ 
tences have been commuted 
by the cabinet. 

In doing so, Paul said, "a 
collection of 20 or so cabinet

One of the more important 
trait* erf the winning player 
— in a social game or In e 
duplicate tournament — is 
the ability to convince the 
defenders that the situation 
is something other than it 
really is. In short, some low 
cunning and trickery are 
valuable assets. Witness this 
example of the old shell 
game pulled off by Mrs. 
Farell in a rubber bridge 
game.

king! Had the wrong card 
fallen from her hand? 

Observe what would have 
happened had declarer 
taken advantage of the 
“free finesse." Since at 
least two club tricks were 
needed to make the con¬ 
tract, declarer would be 
forced to take the club 
finesse. After West won the 
club king it would be rea¬ 
sonable to assume that the 
only hope to defeat the con¬ 
tract was in the heart suit. 
A heart switch would result 
in the defense cashing four 
quick heart tricks, and the 
unmakable contract would 
be defeated. 

Now back to Mrs. Farell’* 
play. She didn’t drop the 
king accidentally. She want¬ 
ed West to believe that she 
was dealt the doubleton nec¬ 
king of spades. She knew 
that she could collect at 
least nine tricks as long as 
the opponents didn’t lead 
hearts (only two spade 
tricks were needed to go 
with four diamonds and 
three clubs.) 

After winning the spade 
king innocently, declarer 
crossed to dummy with a 
diamond ond took the losing 
club finesse. West, lulled 
into a dreamy state, made 
the automatic return of a 
spade, and Mrs. Farell 
made her contract with an 
overtrick when dummy’s 
jack “surprisingly” took the 
trick. 

It is true that West de¬ 
fended poorly. He should 
have realized that his best 
chance lay in the heart suit 
in spite of declarer’s smoke¬ 
screen. Hqjyever. who is the 
defender who always de¬ 
fends with perfection ' 1 -pc 
daily when a deceptive de¬ 
clarer makes it easier for 
the defense to go wrong.

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‘Politicking’ on Girls’ Deaths 

Rhodesian 9 s Remarks Hit 


U.S., Britain Veto 
Expanded Sanctions 


OTTAWA (CP) - A Rhode¬ 
sian government official who 
accused the Canadian govern¬ 
ment oC a "disinterested atti¬ 
tude" in the shooting deaths 
at two Canadian girls last 
week appears to be "playing 
politics with a human trage¬ 
dy,” an external affairs 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

The Canadian spokesman 
was commenting on a remark 
made on the weekend by the 


Rhodesian minister of, 
tourism. P. K. Van Der Byl, 
who said: 

"One is absolutely astound¬ 
ed at the almost disinterested 
attitude of the Canadian 
ministry of foreign affairs and 
at its total unconcern.'”. . 

Christine Sinclair at Guelph, 
Ont. and Marian prijber of 
Rockwood, Ont., txrth 19, were 
hit by bullets fired by a Zam¬ 
bian sentry as they hiked 


along the Rhodesian side of 
the Zambezi River near Vic¬ 
toria Falls. 

The Canadian spokesman 
said the Rhodesian's criticism 
stemmed from Canada's re¬ 
fusal to recognize the Rhode- 
aian government 

"We have not engaged in di¬ 
alogue with them in this mat¬ 
ter," he said. 

However, the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment has shown great in¬ 


terest in the incident, he said. 
For example, he said the gov¬ 
ernment has bad close contact 
with the payments of both 
girls, representations have 
been made to the Zambian 
government, an external af¬ 
fairs, officer has visited the 
scene of the shooting and Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister' Mit¬ 
chell Sharp has discussed the 
incident in the Commons. 


The United States and Bri¬ 
tain Tuesday vetoed an Afri¬ 
can resolution that would ex¬ 
tend a partial trade embargo 
against South Africa and Por¬ 
tuguese African territories in 
support of United Nations 
sanctions agaket wfilte-niied 
Rhodesia. 

It was only the fourth UA 
veto in the United Nations 


and one of those concerned a 
similar resolution involving 
Rhodesia. 

In Washington, Senator Hu¬ 
bert Humphrey Tuesday ui- 
troduced legislation that 
would bar import of chrome 
from Rhodesia and bring the 
United States in line with 
United Nations economic 
sanctions against the white- 
nded African nation.

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Nixon Admits Cover-Up ‘for Security’

WASHINGTON — In¬ 
sisting he will not resign 
over the Watergate bug¬ 
ging scandal, President 
Nixon has admitted 
nevertheless that he 
erred in ignoring warn¬ 
ing signals of a wide- 
ranging effort to prevent 
the scandal from becom¬ 
ing public. 

Launching a major counter¬ 
attack of his own against 
spreading assaults on his in¬ 
tegrity, Nixon issued two 
statements Tuesday in which 
he warned that some current 
investigations threaten to un¬ 
cover sensitive national secu¬ 
rity secrets unrelated to the 
scandal. 

- It was because he feared 
these secrets might become 
public that he unwittingly 
helped in the Watergate co- 
verup efforts, Nixon said. 

"I will not abandon my re¬ 
sponsibilities,” Nixon said. "I 


Wo Prior K nowledge .. ? 


Nixon’s seven-point summation of hts 
4,800 word statement on Watergate Tues¬ 
day: 

“(1) I had no prior knowledge of the 
Watergate bugging operation, or of any 
illegal surveillance activities for political 
purposes. 

‘*(5) Long prior to the 1972 campaign, 
I did set in motion certain internal secu¬ 
rity measures, Including legal wiretaps, 
which I felt were necessary from a na¬ 
tional security standpoint and, in the 
climate then prevailing, also necessary 
from a domestic security standpoint. 

“(S) People who had been Involved in 
the national security operations later, 
without my knowledge or approval, un¬ 
dertook Illegal activities In the political 
campaign of 1972. 

“(4) Elements of the early post-Wa¬ 
tergate reports Jed me to suspect, incor¬ 
rectly, that the CIA had been in some 
way Involv'd. They also led me to sur¬ 
mise, correctly, that since persons origi¬ 


nally recruited for covert national secu¬ 
rity activities had participated in Water¬ 
gate, an unrestricted investigation of 
Watergate might lead to and expose 
those covert national security operations.

Nei¬ 
ther did I know until the time of my own 
Investigation, of any efforts to provide 
them with funds.”

Troops Put Down

NEW DELHI (AP) — In¬ 
dian army soldiers have put 
down two armed rebellions by 
Uttar Pradesh state police¬ 
men that left at least 30 men 
dead.

He ssaid he thought they 
would be "the principal re¬ 
source available" to the dis¬ 
tricts to help in making their 
decisions. 

The commission met Tues¬ 
day in an agriculture depart¬ 
ment office in Victoria, but it 
plans to set up its head¬ 
quarters in the Lower Main¬ 
land. probably in a govern¬ 
ment building in Burnaby, he 
said.

de St. Jorre called "pretty

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Police Chief Gregory Says: 




Bugging Ban Crime Aid 


By BRICE LOWTRKR

Protection for the criminal 
is increased by the bill 
against wiretapping and elec¬ 
tronic eavesdropping which 
seem$ certain to go through 
Canada's Parliament soon, 
Victoria Police Chief John 
Gregory said Tuesday. 

Gregory emphasized the Ca¬ 
nadian Association of Chiefs 
of Police, whose law amend¬ 
ments committee he leads, is 
fully In support of "the need 
to control electronic eaves¬ 
dropping and wiretapping." 

But. he added. "I feel the 
bill in its present form is so 
restrictive as to provide the 
criminal with greater protec¬ 
tion." 

Why? "Because he knows it 
will take police much longer 
to launch the necessary tech¬ 
nical and legal details before 
becoming operational. Once a 
warrant has been granted and 
surveillance set up, these de¬ 
tails provide him with a basis 
for acquittal and render valu¬ 
able evidence inadmissible." 


The chief spoke just before 
leaving for a two-day annual 
meeting in Medicine Hat of 
' the Western Police Chiefs As¬ 
sociation, where the subject is 
bound to come up. 

The federal government 
started working on a Protec¬ 
tion of Privacy Act in 1069 but 
the first draft, didn’t reach 
Parliament until early last 
year. Gregory and other 
members of the Canadian 
chief’s association appeared 
last June before a Commons 
committee to urge easing of 
restrictions on police sur¬ 
veillance. 

The Victoria chief said the 
only change in a bill recently 
presented to Parliament is 
that final authorization can be 
made by a county court Judge 
rather than a supreme court 
justice. 

"That doesn’t relieve the 
situation at all," he said. 
"Victoria only has one county 
court judge and there are 
legal holidays in the summer. 
Some places have no county 
court judges at all." 


Gregory said the bill's ©on* 
trols "are too stringent in 
that they require far too 
much detail before a request 
for a warrant can be submit¬ 
ted. 

"The routine is much too 
complicated and the evidence 
is rendered inadmissible, If 
one step of the process is 
missed along the way. The# 
technicalities In this bill are 
' practically unlimited." 

'The chief explained the 
technicalities by saying a fed¬ 
eral or provincial attorney- 
general must name someone 
as an agent to receive police 
applications for warrants. 

The facts must justify au¬ 
thorization of a warrant and 
particulars of the offence 
must be listed, along with the 
type of communication. 

Police must provide names 
and addresses of all persons 
whose conversations would 
help the investigation. If they 
can’t do that, they must de¬ 
scribe the place involved and,^ 
if they can’t do that, the man-" 
ner of intercep^>n. 


They must also show how 
other investigative methods 
have failed or are likely to 
fail "or tiie urgency is such 
that it would be impractical 
to carry out the investigation 
of the offence" any other 
way.

WASHINGTON — In¬ 
sisting he will not resign 
over the Watergate bug¬ 
ging scandal, President 
Nixon has admitted 
nevertheless that he 
erred in ignoring warn¬ 
ing signals of a wide- 
ranging effort to prevent 
the scandal from becom¬ 
ing public. 

Launching 8 major counter¬ 
attack of his own against 
spreading assaults on his in¬ 
tegrity, Nixon issued two 
statements Tuesday in which 
he warned that some current 
investigations threaten to un¬ 
cover sensitive national secu¬ 
rity secrets unrelated to the 
scandal. 

It was because he feared 
these secrets might become 
public that he unwittingly 
helped in the Watergate co* 
verup efforts, Nixon said, 

*'I will not abandon my re¬ 
sponsibilities," Nixon said. "I 


‘No Prior Knowledge .. 


Nixon’s seven-point summation of his 
4,800-word statement on Watergate Tues¬ 
day: 

“(I) I had no prior knowledge of the 
Watergate bugging operation, or of any 
illegal surveillance activities for political 
purposes. 

"(ZY Long prior to the 1972 campaign, 
I did set in motion certain Internal secu¬ 
rity measures, Including legal wiretaps, 
which I felt were necessary from a na¬ 
tional security standpoint and, In the 
climate then prevailing, also necessary 
from a domestic security standpoint. 

“(S) People who had been Involved In 
the national security operations later, 
without my knowledge or approval, un¬ 
dertook Illegal activities In the political 
campaign of 1972. 

“(4) Elements of the early post-Wa¬ 
tergate reports led me to suspect, Incor- 
| rectly, that the (TA had been In some 
way involved. They also led me to sur¬ 
mise, correctly, that since persons origi¬ 


nally recruited for covert national secu¬ 
rity activities had participated in Water¬ 
gate, an unrestricted Investigation of 
W'atergate might lead to and expose 
those covert national security operations. 

"(5) I sought to prevent the exposure 
of these covert national security activi¬ 
ties^ while encouraging those conducting 
the investigation to pursue their Inquiry 
into the Watergate itself. I so instructed 
my staff, the attorney general and the 
acting director of the FBI. 

‘*(6) I also specifically instructed Mr. 
Habit*man and Mr. Ehrllchman to en¬ 
sure that the FBI would not carry Its 
Investigation into areas that might com¬ 
promise these covert national security 
activities, or those of the CIA t 

“(7) At no time did I authorize or 
know about any offer of executive clem¬ 
ency for the Watergate defendants. Nei¬ 
ther did I know until the time of my own 
investigation, of any efforts to provide 
them with funds."

Troops Put Down 
Police Rebellion 


NEW DELHI (AP) — In¬ 
dian army soldiers have put 
down two armed rebellions by 
Uttar Pradesh state police¬ 
men that left at least 30 men 
dead. 

Officials said 15 men were 
killed in each of two major 
dashes Tuesday. 

Men of the state police, 
called the Provincial Armed 
Constabulary (PAC), and 
army troops apparently re¬ 
mained at a standoff in three 
other towns where PAC con¬ 
stables were refusing orders 


to surrender control of their 
armories. 

A home ministry spokes¬ 
man said, however, that the 
only shooting incidents were 
at Kanpur, an industrial city 
240 miles southeast of New 
Delhi, and Ramnagar, a town 
near the Hindu holy city of 
Banaras. Banaras is 415 miles 
southeast of the Indian capi¬ 
tal. 

The incidents were sparked 
by predawn army raids at the 
request of the state govern¬ 
ment, on 10 PAC armories 
throughout the state to disarm 
the 20,000-man force.

Cool-Aid Hostel Warms Up

All at Victoria Is feeling the 
early Influx of tourists and it 
isn’t any different at Cool- 
Aid’s youth hostel on Fern- 
wood. 

Already the young* tra¬ 
vellers • are | arriving in 
numbers up to 40 a night with 
a larger concentration on 
weekends. 

Last summer the hostel put 
up as many as 160 a night and 
there’s no telling how many 
will visit Victoria this sum¬ 
mer. 

It’s still the cheapest place 
in town to stay, at 50 cents a 
night which includes supper 
and a cup of tea or coffee in 
the morning. After three days 
the guests must move on. 

"Nobody is ever turned 
away for lack of money," 
Laurie Smith, who is in 
charge of the hostel, said. 

He outlined services that 
are available to the young 
people who are seeing the 
country without much money 
in their patched jeans. 

There’s a dental clinic run 
by Dr. Eugene Kaellis who 
gives his customers a one- 
third discount and won’t turn 
away emergencies. 

There’s a medical clinic 
which is staffed by a nurse 
daily in the summer. Dr. Joe 
Haegert gives an evening a 
week for consultation. Legal 
aid is available Monday

member was the car stalling 
at Cloverdale and Douglas, 
and driving to the police sta¬ 
tion,” the 17-year-old girl said 
in an even voice to the B.C.

The body of her mother, 
Mrs. Shirley Anderson, 38, 
was found by police some 
minutes later on the afternoon 
of March 9, lying face down in 
a pool of blood in her apart¬ 
ment at 4060 Cedar Hill 
Crossroad. 

Miss Anderson testified that 
the incident occurred shortly 
after 5 p.m., while she was 
watching Bonanza on televi¬ 
sion. 

“She (her mother) came In 
and said to me: T put some 
money in your coat, and my 
credit ca,rd, so that you can 
go out tonight and you can 
have the car, and you can get 
some new clothes.’ 

"So I said that was fine. 
She went out and came back 
in and I believe she had gone 
to the car, I don’t know, (to 
get) whatever she got for sup¬ 
per, and she came in and told 
me to get out and stay out 
and not to come back. 

"And I asked her why, this 
is my home, this is my home 
just as much as it’s your 
home, and the only reason 
why we can stay here is as 
long as I stay with you, and I 
haven’t done anything. 

“The next thing I knew 
she was coming at me with a 
rolling pin and a knife, the 
knife went into my hand . . .’’ 

Her next recollection, she 
continued, was sitting in her 
car on the way to the police 
station. 

Earlier, she had been asked 
by defence lawyer Cecil Bran¬ 
son to show the jurors the 
scars on her left hand. She 
said she had undergone thera¬ 
py because the ligaments had 
been cut. 

(Last week, a Saanich de¬ 
tective testified that he found 
$73 in cash and a Bay credit 
card in a jacket Miss Ander¬ 
son was wearing when she en¬ 
tered the police station.) 

Miss Anderson, called to the 
stand as a defence witness, 
said she had been living with 
her grandparents since her 
mother’s death. Her mother 
got a divorce four years ago, 
she said, and she had last at¬ 
tended Oak Bay high school in 
December. 

"What have you been doing 
since you left school?" Bran¬ 
son asked. 

"I’ve been looking for a job, 
just wandering around trying 
to find myself," she an¬ 
swered. 

She described her rela¬ 
tionship with her mother as 
"regular" and including the 
normal amount of arguments 
and squabbles. 

» A few days before March 9, 
she added, her mother told 


her to stay out "fairly late’* 
on that particular night. 

On the morning of March 9, 
Miss Anderson testified, her 
mother woke her up and told 
her to sell a silverware set 
she had received as a wed¬ 
ding present. 

Crown prosecutor George 
MacMinn zeroed in on this 
testimony. 

"I put it to you that your 
mother was quite proud of 
that set,” he said. 

Miss Anderson: "I can’t 
deny it or say yes, because I 
dont know how she felt to¬ 
wards it."

The guest book lists visitors 
from almost every state in 
the U.S. and every Canadian 
province and countries all 
over the world from Swit¬ 
zerland to Peru, Malaysia to 
Bangladesh.

Region Plans Awaited 


Land Panel Tuning Up 


B.C.’s Land Commission 
met in Victoria for the first 
time Tuesday, but its first few 
months will be mainly spent 
in an "administrative tune- 
up," its chairman said later. 

The chairman, William 
Lane, said the commission’s 
main work will begin only 
after the province’s 28 region¬ 
al boards have submitted 
their plans for saving farm¬ 
land to the commission. 

Then the commission’s 
main tasks will be to review 
and approve those plans and 
to deal with appeals for indi¬ 
vidual parcels of land to be ei¬ 
ther inside or outside the de¬ 
signated farmland areas.’ 

Part of the discussion at the 
first meeting dealt with the 
setting up of procedures for 
the appeals “so there will be 
a minimum of inconvenience 
to the citizens caught, in a 
small way, in the middle," 
said Lane. 

Most of the rest of the first 
all-day meeting was spent 
"just getting an overview of 
the problem.” he said. He felt 
the difficulties gnd the 
need — for saving farmland 
were greater than most B.C. ■ 
residents realized, because 
there is such a small amount 
of arable land left in the prov¬ 
ince to provide food supplies 
for the future. 

The actual designation of 
land to be kept as farmland 
will be the main responsibility 
of the regional boards, he 
said, with the commission 
only taking an active role if a 
district doesn’t produce a re¬ 
gional plan. 

He doesn’t expect that will 
happen although he thinks 
that some districts will take 
longer in producing one than 
the 90 days allotted them In 
the Land Commission Act. 

"It’s just inconceivable" 
that all 28 districts will have 
their plans ready within three 
months." admitted Lane who 


was appointed chairman of 
the commission only last 
Thursday. Those districts 
which need longer will be 
granted extensions to prepare 
the plans, provided the com¬ 
mission feels they are war¬ 
ranted. 

Further complicating that 
matter are a number of tech¬ 
nical, legal difficulties, he 
said, which make it hard to 
tell just when the 90-day 
period named in the legisla¬ 
tion begins — or, indeed, 
whether it has begun already. 

To help the districts in pre¬ 
paring their plans, the agri¬ 
culture department is working 
on detailed maps of all the 
districts, he said. 

The maps will include infor¬ 
mation on soil quality of 
various areas of each district, 
based on Canada Land Inven¬ 
tory data, and other informa¬ 


tion the department feels will 
help the regions in making 
decisions on what land to pre¬ 
serve. 

Work on the maps should be 
completed within the next few 
weeks, said Lane, and they 
will then be available when 
regional boards ask for them. 
He anticipated they would be 
public documents and, in 
many districts, form the basis 
for public discussion and de¬ 
bate on what lands to desig¬ 
nate as farmland. 

He said he thought they 
would be “the principal re¬ 
source available” to the dis¬ 
tricts to help in making their 
decisions. 

The commission met Tues¬ 
day in an agriculture depart¬ 
ment office in Victoria, but it 
plans to set up its head¬ 
quarters in the Lower Main¬ 
land, probably in a govern¬ 


ment building in Burnaby, he 
said. 

The members felt this 
would be the most efficient 
since three of the five of them 
live in the Lower Mainland 
with one coming from the in¬ 
terior and one from Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Four of the five members 
attended the meeting Tues¬ 
day, and for several it was 
their first time they had met 
each other. Joining Lane, for¬ 
merly Richmond’s municipal 
solicitor, at the meeting were 
Ted Barsby. a Nanaimo busi¬ 
nessman; Vernon Brink, a 
plant science professor from 
Vancouver; .and Arthur Gar- 
rish, a tree-fruit grower from 
Oliver. 

The fifth member, Mary 
Rawson, didn’t attend the 
meeting because she was out 
of the province on business. 


$100,000 First Year 


Servants To Receive 
Free Training Boost 


Employees from all levels 
of B.C.’s civil service will 
have a chance to upgrade 
their knowledge under a new 
program announced Tuesday 
by civil service commission 
chairman Arthur Richardson. 

Richardson made the an¬ 
nouncement after the trea¬ 
sury Ixiard had approved a 
special warrant of $100,000 to 
finance the project during its 
first year of operation. He 
said he hoped it would start 
within two or three weeks. 


He explained that in the 
past the provincial govern¬ 
ment had concentrated its 
training on those with execu¬ 
tive positions, and most of the 
training had been done 
through the University of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Now the program would be 
greatly broadened to include 
all civil servants from secre¬ 
taries and tradesmen through 
professional staff. 

He anticipated that very lit¬ 
tle of the money would go for 


inservice training of *taff. 
Most would be used to pay for 
special courses. 

Courses given by vocational 
schools, community colleges 
and universities would all be 
used, he said. 

Each department will be al¬ 
lowed to decide its owti priori¬ 
ties for staff training and 
choose which employees 
should participate. 

Richardson said he hoped 
about 200 civil servants would 
take advantage of the pro* 
gram in its,first year. 
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
